Who’s  a  Jew’ 
supporters 
to  be  banned 
in  American 
synagogues

Conservative  and  Reform  synago¬ 
gues  in  the  U.S.  that  customarily 
invite  Knesset  members  to  address 
gatherings  on  their  premises  for 
fund-raising  purposes  will  no  longer 
invite  MKs  who  vote  to  amend  the 
Law  of  Return  to  validate  only 
Halachic  conversion  to  Judaism. 

The  Jerusalem  Post  heard  this 
yesterday  at  the  Knesset  from  a 
reliable  source  in  close  contact  with 
responsible  American  Jewish  lead¬ 
ers. 

The  source  said  that  Reform  and 
Conservative  leaders  who  visited 
Jerusalem  during  the  past  fortnight 
had  expressly  asked  for  the  names  of 
all  MKs  who  would  vote  for  Halachic 
conversion  when  the  legislation 
comes  to  the  Knesset  plenum. 

The  source  believes  that  the 
money  raised  for  Israeli  causes 
would  not  necessarily  shrink  due  to 
such  a  ban,  but  there  would  be  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  MKs 
visiting  the  U.S. 

In  New  York  yesterday,  the  heads 
of  13  national  American  Jewish 
organizations  held  a  press  confer¬ 
ence  to  warn  against  adopting  the 
amendment. 

Rabbi  Alexander  Schindler,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Union  of  American  Heb¬ 
rew  Congregations  (Reform),  said 
that  the  amendment  would  cause 
“massive  alienation'*  of  American 
Jews  from  Israel. 


Estonian  minister

Coalition  talks  to 
take  in  NRP,  Yahad

The  Likud  and  the  Alignment  are 
expected  to  broaden  the  basis  of 
their  coalition  negotiations  later  this 
week  by  taking  in  the  National  Reli¬ 
gious  Party  as  a  third  dement. 

This  move  will  be  followed  within 
a  day  or  two  by  the1  inclusion  of 
Yahad.  whereupon  the  two  large 
and  the  two  small  parties  will  try  to 
forge  a  common  platform  for  a 
national  unity  government.  The 
Jerusalem  Post  understands. 

The  doyen  of  the  NRP,  Minister 
of  Interior.  Police,  and  Religious 
Affairs  and  Interim  Knesset  Speaker 
Yosef  Burg,  has  apparently  resolved 
to  throw  himself  into  the  coalition 
ring  with  a  vengeance.  Burg  told  The 
Post  last  night  that  he  had  phoned 
Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Shamir  and 
got  an  undertaking  from  him  that  the 
NRP  would  be  brought  into  the 
Likud-Aiignment  contacts  after  the 
next  round,  due  to  take  place  today 
or  tomorrow. 

Asked  by  The  Post  whether  Align¬ 
ment  leader  Shimon  Peres  would  be 
likely  to  welcome  the  expansion  of 
the  negotiations  in  this  manner. 
Burg  said:  “I  put  it  to  Peres  first,  at 


the  end  of  last  week,  and  he  gave  me 
the  impression  that  he  accepted  the 
idea." 

Burg  said:  “The  coalition-forming 
process  will  begin  to  move  only  after 
Peres  and  Shamir  both  realize  once 
and  for  all  that  neither  can  succeed  in 
forming  a  narrow  coalition." 

He  continued:  “The  power  ba¬ 
lance  as  a  result  of  the  elections 
means  that  the  NRP  alone  holds  only 
one  of  the  two  keys  to  a  national 
unity  government.  Yahad  holds  the 
other  key.  The  NRP  and  Yahad 
cannot  solve  the  problem  alone. 
They  will  have  to  do  it  together  if 
there  is  to  be  any  solution." 

A  NRP  source  told  The  Post  last 
night  that  Burg  would  talk  to  Yahad 
leader  Ezer  Weizman  sometime  to¬ 
day.  so  that  the  NRP  and  Yahad  can 
coordinate  their  moves  and  etisure 
that  the  platform  of  a  national  unity 
government,  as  well  a*,  the  distribu? 
tion  of  portfolios,  can  be  settled 
among  the  foursome  of  the  two  big 
parties  and  the  two  small  parties. 

Burg  told  The  Post:  “A  stable 
national  unity  coalftion  must  rest  on 
these  four  legs.  If  any  other  parties 
deride  to  join  us  later,  they  will  be 
welcomed."

Knesset  finance  body  may  be  deadlocked

Members  of  the  new  Knesset's 
temporary  Finance  Committee  ex¬ 
pect  the  committee  to  be  deadlocked 
from  the  start  due  to  the  division  of 
seats  between  the  parties. 

The  parties  had  earlier  agreed  that 
the  Likud  and  Alignment  would 
each  have  11  members  in  the  tem¬ 
porary  committee  and  Tehiya  one 
member.  Tehiya  is  the  third  largest 
Knesset  faction,  with  five  Knesset 
members. 

But  the  big  blocs  yesterday  de¬ 
rided  to  allocate  some  of  their  seats 
to  the  smaller  factions.  The  Align¬ 


ment  gave  one  seat  each  to  Yahad, 
the  Citizen's  Rights  Movement  and 
the  National  Religious  Party.  The 
Likud  gave  two  to  Shas.  and  one 
each  to  Agudat  Yisrael.  Tami  and 
Morasha. 

This  is  likely  to  create  the  same 
situation  as  existed  in  the  previous 
Knesset,  in  which  splinter  groups 
were  able  to  block  legislation. 

Among  the  six  Likud  MKs  on  the 
temporary  committee  is  former  fi¬ 
nance  minister  Yoram  Aridor, 
known  to  oppose  Finance  Minister 
YigaJ  Cohen-Orgad's  policies. 

The  committee's  temporary  chair¬ 


man.  Avraham  Shapira  (Agudat 
Yisrael).  yesterday  expressed  his  de¬ 
sire  to  be  the  permanent  chairman  of 
the  committee.  Shapira.  an  indus¬ 
trialist.  is  also  chairman  of  the  Bank 
of  Israel  Advisory  Committee. 

An  hour  before  members  of  the 
new  Knesset  affirmed  their  alle¬ 
giance.  the  outgoing  Knesset's  Fi¬ 
nance  Committee  met  and  approved 
adjustment  of  the  budget  to  IS6.054 
billion,  to,  fit  current  prices.  The 
committee  had  failed  to  approve  the 
adjustment  at  two  previous  meet¬ 
ings.  at  which  Alignment  MKs  out¬ 
numbered  Likud  MKs. ' 


UK  mine-hunters  poised  to  clear  Red  Sea,  Suez 


CAIRO  (AP).  -  Four  British  mine- 
hunters  will  start  operating  in  the 
Suez  Gulf  tomorrow,  the  British 
Embassv  said  vesterday  amid  grow¬ 
ing  demands  for  a  Red  Sea  security 
arrangement  among  littoral  states, 
and  more  accusations  that  the  U.S. 
was  behind  the  underwater  explo- 

,Su.S.  Embassy  spokesman  said 
four  American  minesweeping  Sea 
-Stallion  helicopters  now  sailing 
across  the  Mediterranean  aboard  the 
amphibious  ship  Shreveport  will 
transit  the  Suez  Canal  tomorrow  and 
are  expected  to  start  scouring  the 
Suez  Gulf  and  Red  Sea  the  next  day. 

Two  French  minesweepers  and  a 
support  vessel  are  also  en  route  to 
the  Suez  Gulf,- bringing  to  six  the 
number  of  French  warships  dis- 
2j»ehed  to  join  in  the  international 

effort  at  Egypt's  request. 

Egypt  has  also  asked  Italy  for 
help  and,  in  Rome  yesterday.  De¬ 


fence  Minister  Giovanni  Spadolini 
announced  that  Italy  had  sent  a 
naval  mission  to  Cairo  to  discuss 
assistance,  which  must  be  approved 
by  the  Italian  parliament. 

Egyptian  navy  minesweepers  have 
been  in  action  since  July  30  in  the 
Suez  Gulf  and  Red  Sea  territorial 
waters  without  turning  up  any  unex¬ 
ploded  mines. 

In  London,  Lloyd’s  Shipping  In¬ 
telligence  yesterday  said  that  a 
Soviet  vessel  has  been  damaged  by  a 
mine  at  the  southern  end  of  the  Red 
Sea,  the  16th  merchant  vessel  to  be . 
hit  by  the  string  of  mysterious  explo¬ 
sions  in  the  area.  Lloyd's  said  the 
633-ton  fish  earner.  Bastion,  hit  the 
mine  on  August  6,  but  the  extent  of 
the  damage  was  not  yet  known. 

Meanwhile,  the  Polish  cargo  ship 
that  hit  a  mine  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Red  Sea  Saturday  is  moving  at  half- 
Speed  towards  the  Suez  Canal,  a 


Polish  shipping  spokesman  said  in 
Warsaw  yesterday. 

The  5.713-ton  Jozef  Wybicki  hit 
the  mine  on  Saturday.  President 
Hosni  Mubarak  yesterday  reiterated 
his  suspicion  that  Libya  and  Iran 
may  have  planted  the  mines,  laying 
greater  emphasis  on  possible  Libyan 
involvement.  But  he  added .  “We  are 
still  waiting  to  recover  a  mine  to 
confirm  our  suspicions." 

Mubarak  brushed  aside  claims  by 
a  terrorist  group  calling  itself  Islamic 
Jihad  that  Iran  and  Libya  were  not 
involved,  and  that  it  had  used  frog¬ 
men  to  sow  192  mines  in  the  Gulf  of 
Suez  and  the  Red  Sea. 

The  claim  was  made  in  a  tele¬ 
phone  call  to  the  Bei  at  bureau  of  an 
international  news  agency  The  man 
gave  no  further  information. 

Islamic  Jihad  has  claimed  respon¬ 
sibility  for  numerous  past  attacks  in 
the  Middle  East,  including  suicide 
truck  bomb  attacks  on  French  and 


American  bases  in  Beirut  last  year 
which  killed  nearly  300  servicemen 
and  other  operations  against  U.S.. 
French  and  Israeli  targets  in  Leba¬ 
non. 

The  four  British  ships,  the  Gavm- 
ton.  Kirkliston.  Brinton  and  Bos- 
sington  will  transit  the  Suez  Canal 
tonight  and  will  arrive  tomorrow  at 
the  Egyptian  naval  base  Atiba,  9kra. 
southeast  of  Suez  City,  a  British 
Embassy  spokesman  in  Cairo  said. 

The  U.S.  is  sending  Saudi  Arabia 
three  mine-sweeping  helicopters 
with  American  crews.  State  Depart¬ 
ment  spokesman  Allan  Romberg 
said  yesterday. 

The  helicopters,  at  Saudi  request, 
are  scheduled  to  sweep  the  entrances 
to  the  Saudi  Red  Sea  ports. 

Romberg  confirmed  that  the 
Saudis  have  also  asked  to  buy  3.000 
more  Sidewinder  air-to-air  missiles. 
The  U.S.  has  not  yet  responded  to 
the  Saudi  request.  (AP,  Reuter) 


11th  Knesset  convenes  in  uncertainty 

Democracy  in  danger, 
Herzog  tells  Knesset

The  festive  opening  of  the  new 
Knesset  yesterday  was  clouded 
somewhat  by  a  warning  from 
President  Chaim  Herzog  that 
Israeli  democracy  is  not  in¬ 
vulnerable.  His  remarks  added  a 
sombre  note  to  the  inauguration 
of  the  11th  Knesset,  meeting  for 
the  first  time  amidst  uncertainty 
over  the  composition  of  the  next 
government  following  last 
month's  inconclusive  elections. 

In  his  address.  Herzog  said  that 
history  has  known  many  democratic 
regimes  that  collapsed  in  time  of 
crisis.  "We.  too.  are  not  immune." 
he  said. 

Herzog  told  the  Knesset  members 
that  it  was  up  to  them  to  safeguard 
the  principles  of  justice  and  the  sup¬ 
remacy  of  the  law.  He  quoted  from 
the  Tora  portion  (Va-ethanan)  read 
in  synagogues  last  Shabbat  (Deuter¬ 
onomy  4:4-6). 

“1  have  taught  you  statutes  and 
laws.. .you  shall  observe  and  do 
them,  and  thereby  you  will  display 
your  wisdom  and  understanding  to 
the  other  nations.  '* 

The  president  made  a  strong  plea 
for  tolerance,  which  he  called  the 
need  of  the  nation  at  this  time. 

“Tolerance  must  become  our 
watchword,  as  it  is  the  only  key  to. 
mutual  and  constructive  co¬ 
existence  among  all  sectors  of  socie¬ 
ty."  Herzog  said. 

He  said  that  the  great  majority  of 
the  people  desire  a  national  unity 
government.  But  any  government 
that  gained  the  confidence  of  the 
Knesset  would  be  the  legitimately 
elected  government  oFIsrael,  and  all 
citizens  would  respect  the  Knesset's 
decision. 

Dr.  Yosef  Burg  (National  Reli¬ 
gious  Party),  as  the  eldest  member  of 
tiie  Knesset,  had  already  taken  the 


chair.  He  said  that  the  election  re¬ 
sults  made  it  “difficult  to  determine 
who  were  the  winners  and  who  the 
losers." 

He  said  it  was  the  duty  of  Israelis 
to  buQd  a  bridge  oveT  the  abyss  of 
opinions  and  objectives  that  divide 
theft  and  to  strive  for  a  national 
consensus  “on  the  foundations  of 
our  existence." 

Burg  called  for  the  avoidance  of 
verbal  violence  and  the  prevention 
of  physical  violence.  “We  must  not 
permit  this  plague  to  spread  in  our 
midst  and  strike  at  the  moral  and 
cultural  level  of  our  society. 

“Without  co-existence."  he  said, 
“our  very  existence  is  endangered. 
This  applies  to  relations  between 
religious  and  non-religious,  between 
the  children  of  Israel  and  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Ishmael  in  EretzYisrael,  and 
between  us  and  the  peoples  in  the 
region." 

Quoting  from  remarks  he  had 
made  at  the  closing  session  of  the 
First  Knesset.  Burg  said: 

“The  Jewish  people  is  still  in  need 
of  the  love  of  the  Rock  of  Israel.  May 
we  be' found  worthy  of  rising  to  the 
level  of  responsibility  that  history 
demands  of  its  emissaries." 

The  MKs,  listed  in  Hebrew 
alphabetical  order  from  Aharon 


Abuhatzeira  (Tami)  to  Dan  Tichon 
(Likud-Liberals).  rose  to  pledge 
their  allegience.  The  first  to  deviate 
from  the  legal  wording  of  “I  so 
pledge"  was  Rabbi  Eliezer  Wajd- 
man  of  Tehiya,  who  added  "with 
God's  help." 

When  Meir  Kahane  (Kach)  stood 
to  make  the  declaration,  no  one 
made  a  threatened  walkout,  but  he 
created  a  minor  sensation  when  he 
refused  to  utter  the  required  state¬ 
ment.  instead  reciting  a  passage 
from  the  book  of  Psalms  “to  forever 
observe  Your  Tora." 

Burg  objected,  demanded  tbat 
Kahane  adhere  to  the  required 
wording  only.  Kahane.  unheeding, 
twice  repeated  the  verse.  Burg  said 
be  would  give  him  another  chance 
later,  as  various  MKs  shouted  that 
Kahane  could  not  serve  if  he  per¬ 
sisted  in  his  refusal. 

In  the  end,  when  Kahane  said  the 
verse  again,  in  ‘addition  to  “I  so 
pledge,"  Burg  declared:  “He  said 
that  he  said  it,"  and  let  the  matter 
pass.  Two  Alignment  MKs  walked 
out  in  protest,  and  Kahane  smiled  at 
the  small  victory. 

The  Knesset  then  approved  the 
membership  of  the  24-member

36  MKs  sign  anti-racist  manifesto

‘Burg  should  chair  House  only  once’

The  oldest  Knesset  member.  In¬ 
terior  Minister  Yosef  Burg,  should 
preside  over  only  the  opening  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  11th  Knesset.  Knesset 
legal  adviser  Zvi  Inbar  ruled  yester¬ 
day  in  response  to  a  query  from 
Alignment  whip  Moshe  Shahal. 

Inbar  said  that  if  Burg  continued 
to  bold  the  Speaker's  chair  for  more 
than  the  opening  session,  even 
though  titled  Interim  Speaker,  he 
would  be  violating  the  law  that  bars  a 
cabinet  minister  from  becoming 
Knesset  Speaker.  - 
Knesset  sources  said  that 
Attorney-General  Yitzhak  Zamir 
agreed  with  Inbar's  ruling. 

This  means  that  when  tiie  Knesset 
sits  next,  on  September  3.  according 
to  Shahal.  the  second  oldest  MK. 
Abba  Eban.  may  be  called  upon  to 
chair  the  session. 

In  bar  resolved  that  Burg's  step¬ 
ping  down,  which  would  obviate 
further  violation  of  the  law,  should 


take  priority  over  tiie  precedent  set 
up  to  the  days  of  the  late  agriculture 
minister  Radish  Luz.  When  Luz  was 
elected  Speaker  but  could  not  yet 
resign  from  his  agriculture  post,  he 
simply  stayed  away  from  the  minis¬ 
try. 

The  Knesset's  steering  committee 
decided  yesterday  morning  that 
there  would  be  no  sittings  today  or 
tomorrow.

After  huge  losses  last  year 

Discount  Bank  turns  profit 
for  first  half  of  1984

TEL  AVIV.  -  Discount  Bank 
yesterday  announced  that  it  had 
achieved  an  inflation-adjusted  profit 
of  IS630  million  in  the  first  half  of 
1984.  This  compares  with  the  huge 
loss  of  IS9  billion  for  the  full  year  of 
1983  -  a  disastrous  year  for  Israeli 
banking. 

Rafael  Recanati.  general  manager 
and  chairman  of  the  board  of  Dis¬ 
count  and  of  its  parent,  IDB  Bank- 
holding.  noted  that  the  results  repre¬ 
sented  the  preliminary  contribution 
of  the  sweeping-steps  in  the  fields  of 
saving  and  .efficiency  that  the  bank 
has  taken  since  the  bank  share  crisis 
broke  in  October  last  year. 


Other  bankers  also  spoke  of  Dis¬ 
count's  move  from  the  red  ink  of 
1983  to  the  beginnings  of  renewed 
profitability  as  constituting  a  change 
in  last  year's  trend,  but  by  no  means 
signalling  the  end  of  the  crisis 
period. 

The  figures,  support  this  view. 
While  the  appearance  of  an 
inflation-adjusted  profit  is  obviously 
positive,  its  size  is  hardly  impressive. 

The  financial  community  is  now 
awaiting  other  banks'  figures  to 
obtain  confirmation  of  the  change  to 
the  trend,  and  to  assess  its  scope. 
These  are  likely  to  come  later  this 
month  and  in  September.  (Fuller 
report,  page  6)

-  Carlos  Lopes  of  Portugal 
outran  a  star-studded  field  to  a  torrid  marathon  at  the 
end  of  the  1984  Olympics  Sunday  night,  arid  the  games 
formally  dosed  with  traditional  ritual  and  a  dazzling 
.degrtay  of  fireworks. 

“See  you  to  Seoul  1988,"  said  (he  lights  on  the 
scoreboard,  after  the  Olympic  flag  was  ceremonially 
transferred  to  Mayor  Bo  HyunYum  of  tiie  South 
Korean  city,  host  to  tiie  next  summer  games .  Athletes  on 
the  field  stayed  on  and  danced  even  after  the  end  of  the 
3%&bour  show,  and  many  of  tiie  92,000 spectators  stayed 
too. 

After  the  Olympic  flame  was  extinguished  at  the  end 
of  13  days  of  competition  to  221  medal  events  among 
more  than  7,000  athletes  from  a  record  140  nations,  there 
was  a  musical  and  fireworks  salute  to  all  the  host  cities  of 


the  modem  Olympics. 

This  induded  Moscow,  host  to  the  1980  games 
boycotted  by  the  U.S.  and  a  number  of  other  countries’ 
The  orchestra  played  The  Great  Gate  at  Kiev  from 
Russian  composer  Serge  Moussorgsky’s  Pictures  at  an 
Exhibition.  The  Soviet  Union  led  a  boycott  of  the  Los 
Angeles  games  by  16  nations,  citing  fears  for  athletes’ 
security.

Histadrut  expects  little  from  talks

TEL  AVIV.  -  Little  of  substance  is 
expected  to  emerge  from  this  mom¬ 
ma's  economic  talks  between  high- 
level  Finance  Ministry  and  Histadrut 
teams.  Histadrut  sources  said  last 
nighr.  The  meeting  was  agreed  on 
yesterday  in  a  telephone  conversa¬ 
tion  between  Finance  Minister  Yigal 
Cohen-Orgad  and  Histadrut 
Secretary-General  Israel  Kessar. 

The  main  problem  facing  the  talks 
will  be  deciding  what  to  talk  about. 
The  meeting  was  initiated  by  the 
Histadrut  central  committee  in  view 
of  the  deteriorating  employment 
situation,  and  unemployment  is  the 
only  item  on  the  Histadrut ‘s  agenda. 

Cohen-Orgad.  on  the  other  hand, 
is  interested  in  a  wide-ranging  dis¬ 
cussion  that  would  include  wages 
and  productivity.  In  welcoming  the 
Histad rut's  suggestion  that  the  two 
sides  meet.  Cohen-Orgad  stressed 
that  he  was  inviting  the  Labour  fed¬ 


eration  team  to  discuss  the  "overall 
problems  of  the  economy,  one  of 
which  is  employment.'4  . 

Histadrut  sources  said  last  night 
that  they  would  not  allow  the  finance 
minister  to  "drag  us  into  a  genera) 
discussion.  4  Such  a  discussion,  the 
sources  say.  would  be  a  de  facto 
beginning  to  "package  deal"  nego¬ 
tiations.  which  the  Histadrut  strong¬ 
ly  oppose. 

Kessar  and  other  Histadrut  figures 
have  said  that  they  will  not  negotiate 
a  package  deal  (a  prices,  wages  and 
taxes  accord)  with  the  present  in¬ 
terim  government.  They  wish  to 
negotiate  a  comprehensive  econo¬ 
mic  contract  with  whatever  new  gov¬ 
ernment  is  formed. 

Nevertheless,  today's  meeting 
represents  a  significant  softening  of 
the  Histadrut *s  previously  firm  stand 
against  talking  with  the  present  gov¬ 
ernment.  Histadrut  sources  said  that 
the  meeting  was  necessitated  by  the 
rise  in  unemployment  over  the  last 
three  months,  and  the  government's 


recent  decision  to  freeze  state  con¬ 
tracts.  which  is  expected  to  give 
unemployment  a  sharp  boost- 

The  Histadrut  will  not  present  a 
plan  for  combating  unemployment 
at  this  morning's  meeting',  the 
sources  said.  Thev.pointed  out  that 
the  government  -  and  not  the  His¬ 
tadrut  -  is  responsible  for  employ¬ 
ment.  and  any  solutions  must  be 
initiated  by  the  government. 

However,  the  Histadrut  ream  will 
indicate  its  readiness  and  Hevrat 
Ha'Ovdnn.  the  Histadrut  holding 
company,  to  participate  in  steps  to 
reduce  and  prevent  unemployment. 
One  form  of  participation  could  be 
government  and  He v rat  Ha'Qvdim 
cooperation  in  creating  new  jobs. 

The  Histadrut  team  will  be  headed 
by  Kessar.  and  will  include  Hevrat 
Ha’Ovdim  secretary  Danny  Roso- 
lio.  Trade  Union  Department  Chair¬ 
man  Haim  Haberfeld  and  central 
committee  members  Gideon  Ben- 
Yisrael  andNaftali  Ben-Moshe. 


Tourist’s  arrest  ends  ‘French  connection’

TEL  AVIV.  -  A  young  French¬ 
woman  landed  at  Ben-Gurion  Air¬ 
port  Sunday  evening  and  was  im¬ 
mediately  arrested  on  suspicion  of 
trying  to  smuggle  heroin  into  Israel. 

The  Frenchwoman's  arrest  en¬ 
abled  the  police  to  catch  on  the  same 
night  a  25-year-old  Bat  Yam  resident 
long  suspected  of  drug  trading,  and 
to  crack  what  police  dub  the  "French 
Connection"  -  a  drug  smuggling  net¬ 
work  operating  between  Paris  and 
Tel  Aviv. 

The  arrest  of  the  two  was  the 
culmination  of  a  prolonged  surveill¬ 
ance  of  the  Israeli  suspect,  who  is 
believed  to  have  been  operating  the 
network  with  his  brother  who  lives  in 


Paris. 

Detectives  were  waiting  for  the 
French  tourist  when  she  arrived  at  8 
p.m..  whisked  her  off  to  district 
police  headquarters.  A  bodysearch 
revealed  123  grams  of  heroin  stashed 
in  three  packets  in  intimate  places. 
The  heroin,  worth  some  $26,000. 
was  sufficient  -  after  being  cut  with 
other  material  -  for  thousands  of 
doses. 

The  detectives  found  a  postcard  in 
Hebrew  in  the  courier's  possession 
which  supported  their  suspicions 
that  she  was  working  for  the  two 
Israeli  brothers. 

The  name  of  a  Bat  Yam  park  was 
written  on  the  card,  which  the 
woman  had  been  instructed  to  show 


to  a  taxi  driver.  Detectives  drove  her 
to  the  park,  where  the  second  sus¬ 
pect  was  waiting  impatiently.  As 
soon  as  the  two  met  and  began 
talking,  the  detectives  leaped  out  of 
hiding  and  arrested  them,  after  a 
short  chase  through  the  trees. 

A  search  in  the  local  suspect's 
apartment  revealed  drug  scales  and 
other  ustensils  for  preparing  drug 
doses. 

The  police  believe  that  the  French 
suspect  is  a  drug  addict  who  agreed 
to  act  as  courier  in  exchange  for 
drugs  supplied  to  her  in  Paris.  The 
two  suspects  will  be  brought  to 
Magistrates  Court  today  where  the 
police  will  request  the  extension  of 
their  remand. 


Tamam  murder  investigators  still  in  dark

TEL  AVIV.  -  The  investigators  of 
the  murder  of  Rav-Turai  Moshe 
Tamam  were  still  in  the  dark  yesier- 
dav  as  to  what  had  led  to  his  death. 
Thev  said,  however,  that  the  inci¬ 
dent  resembled  several  earlier  inst¬ 
ances  in  which  soldiers  were  given 
lifts  and  were  murdered. 

So  far.  here  is  no  evidence  that 
that  is  what  happened  to  Tamim. 
who  was  shot  in  the  chest.  His  body 
was  found  in  an  olive  grove  near 
Mevo  Dotan  in  Samaria  on  Friday 
morning. 

Shmuel  Goren.  the  coordinator  of 
government  activities  in  the  adminis¬ 
tered  territories,  said  yesterday  that 
there  are  "assessments”  that  ele¬ 
ments  hostile  to  Israel  are  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  murder. 

Goren  did  not  provide  -any  more 
information,  but  the  skimpy  details 


available  so  far  suggest  that  Tamam 
may  have  hitched  a  ride  with  his 
murderers. 

His  girl  friend  had  accompanied 
him  to  the  no.  84 1  bus  to  Tel  Aviv 
from  the  bus  station  in  Tiberias  last 
Monday  evening  as  he  left  for  his 
parents'  home  at  Havatzelet  Hashar- 
on  near  Netanya. 

He  never  reached  home.  He  could 
have  hitched  a  ride  from  the  main 
road. 

Police  officers  recalled  several  in¬ 
stances  in  which  soldiers  took  lifts 
and  were  attacked. 

In  1973  paratrooper  Rav-Samai 
Eli  Lupo  got  a  lift  to  the  Tel  Mond 
area,  and  a  terrorist  hidden  in  the 
car's  back  seat  killed  him  with  the 
handle  of  an  axe.  Lupo's  body  was 
found  later  in  Samaria. 

In  January  1977  Rav-Turai  David 
Shamir  waited  for  a  ride  near  Kerem 
Shalom,  on  what  is  today  Israel’s 


Sinai  border,  and  disappeared.  Ten 
months  later  a  resident  of  Rafah 
confessed  to  having  stabbed  him 
after  stopping  to  give  him  a  lift.  The 
murderer  then  led  the  authorities  to 
a  cemetery  in  Rafah.  where  Shamir's 
body  was  unearthed. 

The  third  incident  occurred  in 
November  1980.  Avi  Bromberg 
waited  for  a  ride  at  the  Hadera 
junction  on  his  way  to  his  parents' 
home  in  Zichron  Ya'acov.  He  was 
later  found  dead. 

Last  November,  the  body  of 
David  Bukra  of  Netanya.  was  found 
near  Atil  in  the  Tulkarm  region. 

One  attack,  near  Megiddo.  failed. 
In  July  1983  Segen-Mishne  RonTsur 
caught  a  ride  near  the  Megiddo  junc¬ 
tion  and  a  short  while"  later  the 
.  passengers  grabbed  Ms  gun  and  tried 
to.  choke  him.  Tsur  foueht-  back-.

Ivtzan  may  be  called  to  Hefetz  trial

TEL  AVIV.  -  Police  Inspecror- 
General  Rav-Nitzav  Arye  Ivtzan 
may  be  asked  to  testify  for  the  de¬ 
fence  in  the  trial  of  Nitzav  Assaf 
Hefetz.  Hefetz's  attorney.  Dan 
Cohen,  said  at  the  continuation  of 
the  hearing  at  the  police  disciplinary 
court  in  PCtah  Tikva  yesterday. 

Hefetz  is  charged  with  leaking 
reports  in  March  to  several  journal¬ 
ists  about  police  mishandling  of  in¬ 
formation  concerning  the  group  that 
had  schemed  to  blow  up  the  Temple 
Mount  last  January.  According  to 
reports  published  at  the  time,  the  Tel 
Aviv  Police  had  transferred  the  in¬ 
formation  about  the  gang  to  the 
Jerusalem  Police,  but  the  fatter  did 
nothing  about  it. 

Despite  Cohen's  protests,  the 
court  decided  to  hold  parts  of  the 
hearing  behind  closed  doors,  when 
prosecutor  Sgan-Nilzav  Yehuda 


Wilk  said  that  police  handling  of  the 
case  was  "intelligence  material." 

"The  police  top  command  is  trying 
to  hide  facts.  Ail  this  has  been 
printed  in  the  newspapers,”  Cohen 
said.  "'Hie  inspector-general  taps 
the  telephones  of  senior  officers  in 
national  headquarters.  Is  that  fight¬ 
ing  crime?  The  prosecutor  wants  to 
hide  information  from  the  public." 

The  deputy  head  of  the  police 
intelligence  department.  Nitzav- 
Mishne  Zecharya  Banai,  who  had 
obtained  the  court  order  to  tap 
Hefetz's  telephone,  said  under 
cross-examination  by  Cohen  that  the 
request  submitted  to  the  court  did 
not  specify  Hefetz's  rank,  nor  did  it 
state  whether  it  was  a  request  for  a 
permit  to  tap  the  telephone  or  to 
continue  tapping. 

Cohen  said  that  the  request,  and 
therefore  the  court  order  given  to 
tap  Hefetz’s  telephone,  had  been 
obtained  improperly. 


Cohen  also  noted  that  although 
three  other  police  officers  also  had 
their  telephones  tapped,  none  were 
questioned  or  charged. 

Referring  to  the  enormity  of  the 
police  foul-up.  Cohen  said:  “Hefetz 
is  like  a  man  trying  to  stop  a  criminal 
from  committing  a  serious  crime, 
and  being  put  on  trial  for  stepping  on 
the  grass.  Only  the  act  of  an  anony¬ 
mous  watchman  prevented  an  explo¬ 
sion  on  Temple  Mount,  despite  the 
fact  that  information  about  the  gang 
had  been  given  to  the  Jerusalem 
police  about  the  gang." 

Most  of  Banai's  testimony  was 
heard  behind  closed  doors.  The 
testimony  of  Inspector  Yosef 
Cohen,  formerly  the  deputy  com¬ 
mander  ■  of  the  special  team  in¬ 
vestigating  the  Temple  Mount  gang, 
was  also  given  behind  closed  doors. 

The  hearing  is  due  to  continue 
today.

zhak  Shamir  and  prime  minister- 
designate  Shimon  Peres  will  meet 
privately  to  discuss  the  issue  of  the 
premiership.

Yesterday  was  a  quiet  day  for  the 
Alignment  negotiators,  due  to  the 
opening  session  of  the  Knesset  and 
related  Knesset  work.  The  only  for¬ 
mal  coalition  meeting  that  took 
place  was  between  the  Alignment's 
Haim  Zadok  and  National  Religious 
Party  MK  Avner  Sciaky.  in  the 
framework  of  the  committee  on  state 
and  religion  established  by  the  two 
parties. 

Zadok  said  last  nighr  that  he  and 
Sciaky  had  “progressed  in  our 
understanding  of  the  issues.”  though 
□o  concrete  results  had  been 
achieved.  The  discussion  focused  on 
several  specific  issues,  among  them 
the  controversial  "Who  is  a  Jew"  bill 
and  the  composition  and  functions  of 
rabbinical  courts.  The  two  sides  will 
meet  again  tomorrow,  presumably 
with  the  participation  of  the  other 
committee  members. 

Committee  member  MK  Rabbi 
Menahem  Hacohen  (Alignment- 
Labour),  who  did  not  attend  the 
meeting,  was  yesterday  quoted  by 
Kol  Yisrael  as  having  criticized 
Zadok's  participation  in  the  negotia¬ 
tions  on  religious  matters.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  radio,  Hacohen  said  that 
Zadok  had  been  responsible  for  the 
Alignment's  "anti-religious’*  plat¬ 
form  and  therefore  had  no  right  now 
to  be  offering  religious  concessions.

Nissim  to  Zamir:  Prepare  anti-racist  law

Justice  Minister  Moshe  Nissim  has 
asked  Attorney-Genera)  Yitzhak 
Zamir  to  prepare  a  law  making  racist 
incitement  a  crime,  and  another  that 
would  enable  an  authorized  body  to 
disqualify  election  lists  for  -certain 
specified  reasons. 

The  criminal  code  already  covers 
most  cases  to  be  addressed  by  the 
prospective  law.  which  would  im¬ 
pose  a  penalty  for  "incitement  to 
deny  another  person's  rights  on  the 
basis  of  race  or  nationality."  Nissim 
said.  But  recent  events  would  attach 
symbolic  and  educational  import¬ 
ance  to  the  added  word  "racism"  in 
the  statute;  he  added. 

The  ministry  announcement  did 
not  specify  what  body  ft  believes 
should  have  the  power  io  ban  Knes¬ 
set  election  lists.  Present  law  does 
not  provide  for  anything  but  technic¬ 
al  disqualification  by  the  Central 
Elections  Committee,  which  com¬ 
prises  party  representatives.  An 
attempt  by  that  body  to  prevent  Meir 
Kahane's  Kacft  and  the  Progressive 


Lex  for  Peace  from  contesting  last 
month’s  poll  was  overturned  by  foe 
Supreme  Court. 

Legal  sources  believe  that  the.

A  group  of'  Hebrew  University 
students  yesterday  submitted  a  peti¬ 
tion  to  119  of  the  new  MKs.  Signed 
by  100  people,  the  petition  read:- 
“We,  the  undersigned,  who  belong 
to  all  parts  of  the  political  spectrum, 
see  Meir  Kahane  as  a  malignant 
growth  and  a  phenomenon  danger¬ 
ous  to  Israeli  democracy,  and  an 


approach  alien  to  the  spirit  of  Juda¬ 
ism.  We  call  upon  the  members  of 
the  Knesset  not  to  content  itself  with 
condemnation,  but  to  pass  without 
delay  a  law  banning  racist  incitement 
and  violence  towards  citizens  of  the 
country,  without  regard  to  religion 
or  origin.” 

And  the  ice  cream  vendors  in  Emil 
Grunzweig  Park  opposite  the  Prime 
Minister's  Office  did  good  business 
in  die  hot  sun  and  dry  wind.  A  basso 
profundo  clad  in  kibbutz  work- 
dothes  led  a  mournful  Hatikva  that 
echoed  off  the  ivy-dad  walls  of  the 
empty  government  buildings. 

And  hoping  that  they  had  defe¬ 
ated  racism,  but  knowing  that  they 
bad  not,  the  demonstrators  shuffled 
off  through  the  dusty  park  toward 
their  cars  and  buses.  As  they  crossed 
tiie  street  they  forced  the  departing 
new  MKs  and  the  VIPs  who 
attended  the  ceremonies  at  the 
Knesset  a  block  away  to  slow  down 
in  their  limousines  and  family  cars. 

The  petition  against  racism  was 
signed  by  31  MKs  before  and  after 
the  opening  session  of  the  Knesset. 
Meir  Shitrit  was  the  only  Likud  MK 
to  sign  so  far,  although  the  organiz¬ 
ers  pointed  out  that  perhaps  more 
MKs  did  not  know  about  the  peti¬ 
tion.  They  intend  to  approach  all 
MKs  individually  for  their  signa¬ 
tures.

■■  country,  they  should  be  deported. 
The  police  asked  the -court  to  re¬ 


mand  them  for  10  days  in  order  to 
arrange  their  deportation  with  the 
Interior  MLnistiy. 

Attorney  Aharon  Schlanger,  who 
volunteered  to  represent  the  men, 
told  the  court  they  had  fled  Bulgaria 
and  managed  to  slip  ashore  on- 
noticed  in  Haifa.

Ministry  sets 
supplementary 
school  fees 

Jerusalem  Post  Reporter 

The  Education  Ministry  this  week 
announced  a  ceiling  on  fees  that 
parents  may  be  asked  to  pay  for 
additional  educational  services  in 
the  coming  school  year. 

The  fees  were  set  at  IS700  annual¬ 
ly  for  a  single  child,  IS1.000  for  two 
siblings,  and  a  maximum  of  IS  1 .200 
for  three  or  more  siblings  in  the  same 
school. 

Ministry  director-general  Eliezer 
Shmueli  said  that  the  fees  paid  by 
parents  are  to  be  used  fOT  the  explicit 
purpose  of  improving  education  in 
the  school  and  only  for  projects  for 
which  neither  the  ministry  or  the 
local  authority  has  provided  funds. 

Shmueli  specifically  reminded  all 
school  principals  that  these  funds  are 
not  to  be  used  for  salaries,  tele¬ 
phone,  travel  or  car  allowance,  for 
building,  repairs  or  any  purpose 
other  than  the  improvement  of 
education. 

Other  sources,  however,  confirm 
that  although  the  ministry  always 
sets  official  fees,  there  is  often  no 
real  relationship  between  the  fees  set 
and  what  parents  are  asked  to  pay  by 
various  schools.  In  many  cases  this  is 
several  times  the  fee"  set  by  the 
ministry.

—  Sri 
Lankan  armv  troops  set  fire  to  vir¬ 
tually  the  entire  Tamil-speaking 
town  of  Mannar  in  retaliation  for  a 
bomb  attack  on  a  military  convoy  by 
Tamil  separatists,  official  sources 
said  yesterday. 


The  officials  said  more  than  3.«XK» 
families  had  lost  their  homes  in  the 
army  violence  in  the  city,  located 
Strategically  on  the  Gulf  of  Mannar 
separating  Sri  Lanka  and  India. 

The  town  is  SO  kilometres  south  of 
Jaffna  and  250  kilometres  north  of 
Colombo,  the  capital. 

Tamil  rebels,  mesnu  hile.  bombed 
the  Kavts  police  station  lo 
kilometres  outside  Jaffna  early 
yesterday.  Tne  authorities  said  the 
dawn  attack,  which  lasted  nearly  an 
hour,  was  repulsed  and  said  that  five 
guerrillas  were  slain.  There  were  no 
police  casual  lies. 

The  sources  described  the  situa¬ 
tion  in  Mannar  as  far  worse  than  in 
V'alvettiturai.  where  the  armed 
forces  attacked  Tamil  homes  a  week 
ago. 


“Only  four  to  five  buildings  have 
been  left  standing  in  Mannar."  a 
source  said. 

In  Colombo.  National  Security 
Minister  Lalith  Athulathmudali 
said:  "A  police  investigation  is  on  to 
find  out  whether  a  mob  that  set  fire 
to  houses  in  Mannar  comprised 
members  of  the  Sri  Lanka  Army.  ’ 

"If  the  army  was  involved,  they 
will  be  dealt  with  severely  under 
military  law."  he  told  a  news  confer¬ 
ence. 

The  minister  said  the  government 
was  awaiting  details  of  the  devasta¬ 
tion  in  Mannar  but  reported  that  the 
mob  "had  arrived  in  a  government 
transport  bus.” 

Thomas Sundanayam.  the  Roman 
Catholic  bishop  of  Mannar,  earlier 
said  soldiers  rampaged  through  rhe 
streets  on  Sunday  in  reprisal  for  the 
rebel  attack  on  a  military  convoy 
near  the  town  a  day  earlier. 

it  is  like  an  army  of  invasion 
flattening  everything  in  its  path."  he 
told  reporters,  by  telephone. 

Reliable  government  Sources  said 
eight  to  10  soldiers  were  killed  when 


a  re  mote- con  trolled  bomb  exploded 
on  a  highway  north  of  Mannar  on 
Saturday.

Russian  saves  ice  meteorite  in  fridge 


MOSCOW  (Reuter).  -  A  Russian 
holiday-camp  supervisor  who  nar¬ 
rowly  missed  being  struck  by  a  block 
of  ice  falling  from  a  cloudless  sky  has 
provided  Soviet  scientists  with  their 
first  sample  of  an  ice  meteorite. 

Anatoly  Kozukhov  heard  a  whiz¬ 
zing  noise  and  jumped  out  of  the 
path  of  the  chunk  of  ice.  which 
thudded  into  the  sand  two  paces 
jwav  from  him  at  a  holiday  camp 
near  Kazan  on  the  river  Volga.  Tass 
news  agency  reported  yesterday. 

Kozukhov  put  the  strange  object 
in  his  refrigerator  and  called  Mos¬ 


cow  scientists  who  sent  a  team  of 
researchers.  Their  conclusion  was 
that  the  camp  had  been  struck  by  the 
remnants  of  frozen  gas  meteorites 
which  had  penetrated  the  atmos¬ 
phere. 


Ice  meteorites  had  landed  on 
earth  before  but  melted  before  sci¬ 
entists  could  analyse  their  chemical 
composition.  Tass  said.  Kozukhov 
had  managed  to  preserve  most  of  his 
and  it  was  flown  to  Moscow  for 
laboratory  analysis,  the  agency  re¬ 
ported.

One  civilian  was  killed  and  20 
were  wounded,  including  women 
and  children,  when  the  overwhelm¬ 
ing  ProtestanT  Royal  Ulster  Consta¬ 
bulary  charged  in.  firing  plastic  bul¬ 
lets  from  riot  guns  and  flailing  trun¬ 
cheons. 

The  polilce  attack  during  a 
nationalist  rally  touched  off  a  wave 
of  petrol  bomb  attacks  on  police 
patrols  by  Catholic  youngsters.  The 
police  were  attacked  in  Catholic 
areas  of  Belfast  as  mobs  of  rioters 
hijacked  cars  and  set  them  alight  to 
form  blazing  barricades. 

Galvin,  publicity  director  of  the 
pro-IRA  New  York-based  Irish 
Northern  Aid  Committee,  was  ban¬ 
ned  by  Britain  10  days  ago  from 
entering  the  province. 


W.  German  train 
derailed,  killing  3 


HEILBRONN,  West  Germany 
(AP).  -  At  least  three  persons  were 
killed  and  23  injured,  some  serious¬ 
ly.  when  a  West  German  train 
jumped  the  tracks  on  Sunday  night. 

The  authorities  apparently  sus¬ 
pected  foul  play  in  the  derailment  at 
Heilbronn.  about  50  kilometres 
north  of  Stuttgart.  The  local  pro¬ 
secutor  was  called  in  to  investigate 
the  crash  of  the  slow  train  travelling 
from  Stuttgart  to  Hamburg.  No 
arrests  were  reported. 

It  was  not  immediately  known 
how  many  people  were  aboard  the 
train  or  how  many  of  the  cars  de¬ 
railed.  Damage  was  estimated  in  the 
millions  of  marks. 

Heilbronn  is  the  site  of  frequent 
protests  by  anti-nuclear  demonstra¬ 
tors  who  oppose  Nato's  deployment 
of  108  medium-range  Pershing  2  mis¬ 
siles  at  Heilbronn  and  two  other  sites 
in  West  Germany. 


South  Korea  releases 
Chinese  hijackers 


SEOUL  (Reuter.l  -  Six  Chinese, 
jailed  here  for  hijacking  a  Chinese 
airliner  to  Seoul  in  May  oflast  year, 
were  freed  by  South  Korea  yester¬ 
day  and  left  "for  political  asylum  in 
Taiwan. 


A  brief  government  statement 
said  the  Justice  Ministry  had  decided 
to  free  the  hijackers  by  suspending 
their  sentences  and  "promptly  ex¬ 
pelling  them  from  the  countiy.” 

“On  the  basis  of  humanitarianism. 
they  will  be  allowed  to  choose  their 
destination  by  their  own  free  will.” 
the  statement  added. 

They  were  then  handed  over  to 
Taiwanese  embassy  officials  and 
taken  to  the  airport.

In  a  break  with  tradition,  the  con¬ 
vention  wjJJ  n  ominate  both  Reagan 
and  Vice-President  George  Bush  for 
new  terms  on  a  single  roll  call  of  the 
states  at  the  party  meeting. 

Previously.  Republicans  and  the 
opposition  Democrats  have  awarded 
their  presidential  nominations  on 
one  night  and  their  vice-presidential 
nominations  on  the  next. 

The  roll  call  will  come  Wednes¬ 
day.  August  22.  and  borh  nomina¬ 
tions  are" assured,  since  neither  man 
has  any  opposition. 

Party  chairman  Frank  Fahren- 
kopf.  Jr.,  who  announced  the  conven¬ 


tion  schedule,  said  the  theme  of  the 
convention  will  be:  "We  as  a  nation 
are  prouder,  stronger,  better  under 
the  leadership  of  Ronald  Reagan.” 

The  Reverend  Jeny  Falwefl.  a 
fundamentalist  preacher  from  Lyn¬ 
chburg.  Virginia  and  founder  of  the 
Moral  Majority,  a  group  that 
espouses  conservative  values,  will 
deliver  the  benediction  on  Wednes¬ 
day  night,  following  the  roll  call  that 
certifies  Reagan  and  Bush  as  the 
nominees. 

The  two  candidates  will  speak  to 
the  convention  August  23  in  what 
will  amount  to  a  nationally  televised 
beginning  of  their  campaign  for  a 
second  term  in  office  -  a  race  against 
Democratic  presidential  nominee 
Walter  Mondale  and  his  running- 
mate.  Representative  Geraldine 
Ferraro. 

Also  speaking  to  the  convention 
will  be  U.S.  ambassador  to  the  UN 
Jeanne  Kirkpatrick,  a  Democrat, 
and  former  President  Gerald  Ford, 
along  with  Senator  Howard  Baker, 
retiring  this  year  as  Senate  majority 
leader. 


Arrests  as  miners’  pickets 
clash  with  English  police 


LONDON  (API.  -  Striking  British 
coal  miners  clashed  with  policemen 
early  yesterday  outside  a  working 
colliery  in  central  England  as  the 
dispute  over  threatened  pit  closures 
entered  its  23rd  week. 

A  police  spokesman  said  some  500 
pickets  assembled  outside  the  col¬ 
liery  near  Cuckney.  Nottingham¬ 
shire  as  local  miners  arrived  for  the 
morning  shift.  When  the  pickets 
failed  to  persuade  the  men  not  to 
enter  the  colliery,  they  turned  on  the 
police,  hurling  stones  and  bricks,  the 
spokesman  said. 

The  Union  office  had  no  details  on 
the  incident. 

Two  police  officers  were  slightly 
injured  and  24  arrests  were  made. 


About  2.500  pickets  had  travelled 


overnight  in  cars  and  coaches  into 
Nottinghamshire,  the  centre  of  min¬ 
er  resistance  to  the  often  violent 
strike,  but  about  2.000  were  turned 
back  by  the  police  as  they  drove 
along  roads  leading  to  the  colliery. 

It  is  illegal  in  Britain  for  people  to 
picket  anywhere  other  than  outside 
their  own  place  of  work. 

On  Sunday,  five  buses  owned  by 
the  state-owned  National  Coal 
Board  were  destroyed  in  an  arson 
attack. 

The  police  said  inflammable  liquid 
was  thrown  over'  the  five  buses, 
parked  at  an  engineering  works  in 
North  Derbyshire  to  have  grills  fit¬ 
ted  over  their  windows  so  they  could 
take  working  miners  through  picket 
lines.

“The  Rabbit"  hails  from  Surfer’s 
Paradiseron  Australia's  Gold  Coast. 
The  town,  population  some 130.000, 
has  a  tradition  of  raising  champion 
surfers.  Bartholomew,  who  took  up 
.  the.  sport  20  years  ago,  is  one  of  the 
world's  first  professional  surfers, 
;  together  with  Mike  Richards  and 
-Sean  Thompson. 

The  three  used  to  go  to  competi¬ 
tions  together,  to  establish  the  sport 
-  and  their  status.  After  winning 
several  victories,  they  acquired 
sponsors  .who  financed  their  trips 
and  expenses.  Today,  Bartholomew 
notes  with  satisfaction,  there  are  46 
to  50  professional  surfers.  alLof  them 

fully  sponsored . 

He  himself  is  sponsored  by  the 
.Quicksilver  company,  which  pro¬ 
duces  swimwear  and  wet  suits  fof 
cold  water  surfing.  Hotstuff  Surf¬

The  beach 
outside  the  Hilton  Hotel  is  ideal  for 
surfing,  says  the  Australian,  because 
it  has  waves  going  in  two  directions, 
enabling  both  left-handed  and  right- 
handed  surfers  to  surf  facing  the 
waves  or  with  their  backs  to  them. 
The  waves  here  are  not  as  high  as  in 
Hawaii.  Durban  or  Australia,  but 
compare  well  with  European  and 
U.S.  beaches,  he  notes. 


"It  was  a  wonderful  experience 
being  here."  he  says.  "People  are 
very  warm  and  took  care  of  us  won¬ 
derfully.  I  felt  they  wanted  to  learn  a 
lot  from  us;  every  time  we  went  into 
the  water,  everyone  else  got  out  and 
watched."  He  managed  to  extend  his 
sray  here  by  one  day.  but  didn't 
manage  to  spend  it  surfing.

Quoting  chapter  and  verse  from 
the  Pentateuch,  die  Talmud  and  the 
Midrash,  Sela  showsthatin  fact  Jews 
havealways,until,alas,  m  this  conn- 
try  now,  valued  work  as  a  mftzvo, 
and  indeed  an  important  one,  and 
that  the  idea  that  Jews  don't  work 
hard  because  work  is  a  curse  is,  in 
fact,  the  gentile  view  of  Jewish 
thought.

Our  Sagft  dwelt  constantly  on  the 
importance  Of  woik  arid  the  obliga- 
tioi||k>  educate  chfldrento  work .  On 
tbedoofilct  between  spending  one’s 
time  working  or  studying  Tora.  the 
tarurim  wdgmortnm  of  the  Talmud 
not  only  preached  a  combination  of 
the  two,  b«  practised*. 

Sela,  who  is  himself  observant  and 
now  world  with  the  Sates  company, 
notes  that they  considered  work  “a 
great  strong  foundation  of  Tora,  a 
precondition  to  the  study  of  Tora,  of 
greater  value  than  being  God¬ 
fearing,’*  quoting  die  appropriate 
passage from  tbe  Talmud.-  ' 

Furthermore,  be  notes  that  over 
70  of  the  Sages  were  known  as  Rabbi 
so-and-so  the  cobbler  or  the  taSor, . 
orfjbe  practitioner  of  one  erf  about  30 
other  crafts  ranging  from  repairing- 
roofs  to  fin  the  case  of  Rabin  Elazar 
ben  RaUu  SbimonJ  “catcher  of 
thieves,**.  lie.,  an  old-time  police¬ 
man. 


also  codifies  the  duties  of  the  worker 
towards  his  job  and  employer,  speci¬ 
fically  forbidding  shirking  and  en- 
jdmmg  faim  to  carry  out  the  em¬ 
ployer's  instructions. 

Judaic  philosophy  did  concede 
work  to  be  a  drudgery  because  of 
original  sin,  but  held  that  “hard 
work  will  atone  for  the  sin  and  return 
to  map  his  lost  honour.” 

“The  Sages,”  according  to  Sela. 
“considered  work  as  a  social,  moral 
and  psychological  value;  and  one 
discerns  a  definite  similarity  be¬ 
tween  the  value  of  work  in  the  Tal¬ 
mud  and  rite  work  ethic  of  the  Pro¬ 
testants.” 

Their  common  dimensions  are  the 


BOTH  JUDAIC  philosophy  and  the 
Protestant  work  ethic  recognized 
that  Adam  and  Eve  worked  in  the 
Garden  of  Eden,  before  their  origin¬ 
al  sin,  and  were  indeed  put  there  by 
God  for  this  purpose.  “Replenish 
the  earth  and  subdue  it,”  God  tells 
them  in  Generis  1:28.  And,  we  are 
told  in  the  next  chapter,  “the  Lord 
God  took  the  man  and  put  him  into 
the  garden  of  Eden  to  dress  it  and 
keep  it” 

After  their  expulsion,  work  re¬ 
mained  man’s  purpose.  The  Tal¬ 
mud’s  JRabi  interpreted' the  central 
mim'd  of  keeping  the  Sabbath  as  a 
simultaneous  command  to  do  one’s 


work.  “In  the  same  way  that  the 
Almighty  ordered  Israel  to  rest  on 
the  Sabbath,  He  ordered  them  to 
work  during  the  six  days  of  the' 
week.” 

Tractate  Kidushin  goes  as  far  as 
including  the  work  ethic  in  a  father's 
duties  to  his  son,  which  comprise, 
“circumcision,  redemption,  (a 
month  after  birth)  teaching  him 
Tora,  marrying  him  and  teaching 
him  a  craft."  Rabbi  Yehuda  stressed 
that  “all  who  do  not  teach  their  sou  a 
craft  are  as  though  they  teach  him 
thievery.” 

Sela’s  study  contains  a  very  exten¬ 
sive  bibliography  and  lists  700  quota¬ 
tions  on  the  subject  of  work  from  the 
Talmud  and  Midrash  literature.  He 
found  94  per  cent  of  them  to  be 
positively  sympathetic  in  their  atti¬ 
tude,  from  the  social,  economic, 
religious,  personal  and  moral  points 
of  view. 


A  FEW  OF  Sela’s  examples  suffice 
to  illustrate  the  value  that  Judaism 
through  the  ages  has  placed  on  work 
and  work  morale,  or  ethic. 

“He  is  great  who  is  happy  with  his 
lot  and  lives  from  his  work.  This 
good  attribute  will  save  him  from 
sin,  jealousy,  avarice,  thievery  and 
robbery.” 

".  .  .  that  the  Lord  God  may  bless 
thee  in  all  the  work  of  thy  band 
which  thou  doest,”  (Deut.  14:9)  is 
interpreted  by  the  Midrash  as,  “He 
who  worketh  is  blessed,  he  who  does 
not  shall  not  be.” 

Yet  while  the  Tora  and  the  Sages 
are  on  the  side  of  the  worker,  with 
explicit  instructions  as  to  bow  he 
must  be  paid  on  time,  must  not  be 
exploited  or  required  to  do  more 
than  he  was  hired  for,  and  in  general 
be  given  the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  the 
Sages  also  make  demands  for  honest 
labour  from  the  worker. 

For  instance,  they  forbid  a  worker 
to  deny  himself  food  in  order  to  feed 
his  children  “because  by  weakening 
himself  and  thus  being  unable  to  do 
his  job  properly,  be  will  cheat  his 
employer.” 

Another  example  of  this  is  the 
Sages’  interpretation  of  the  well- 
known  Tora  injunction  that  a 
labourer  in  the  field  or  the  vineyard 
may  eat  his  fill  of  his  employer's 
fruits.  He  may  not  overdo  it,  they 
stress,  and  suggest  that  the  employer 
may  serve  the  workers  wine  so  that 
they  will  want  to  eat  fewer  of  his 
grapes.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
workers  may  dfip  their  lunch  bread  in 
a  salty  sauce  so  that  they  will  crave 
more  grapes.  Tit  for  tat. 

.  In  another  quotation .  the  .Talmud 
permits  workers  to  recite  the  full 
grace  after  meals  in  their  lunch 
break,  i.e..  on  company  time,  but 
also  gives  the  employer  the  nod  to 
chip  in  with  a  loud  “amen.”  to  hint  to 
his  men  that  enough  is  enough  and 
let’s  get  back  on  the  job.

The  people  I  don’t  forgive  and 
have  no  patience  for  are  of  two  sorts. 
The  first  are  those  who  call  up  at  7 
a.m.  or  11  p.m.  and  say  sweetly:  "I 
hope  I  didn't  wake  you  up,  did  I?”  I 
always  get  mad  at  that,  whether  they 
woke  me  up  or  not.  because  what  the 
hell  -  if  they  thought  I  might  be 
asleep,  why  didn’t  they  wait  with 
their  call  till  they  thought  I  would  be 
awake? 

The  second  kind  are  acquaint¬ 
ances  who  fail  to  introduce  them¬ 
selves.  These,  more  often  than  not, 
are  the  vain,  who  take  it  for  granted 
that  you'll  recognize  their  sacred 
voice  right  away.  It's  also  they  who, 
when  you  ask  who's  speaking,  say, 
“Guess." 

One  day,  when  I’m  old  and  wise. 
I'll  hang  up  on  them. 


RABBI  YOHANAN  BEN-ZAKAJ 
pronounced  the  famous  maxim  that 
if  a  man  is  planting  a  tree  and  is  told 
the  Messiah  has  come,  he  must  first 
complete  the  planting  and  only  then 
go  to  meet  the  Redeemer. 

Tractate  Merzia  makes  it  clear  that 
during  the  day,  the  employer  may 
change  his  worker’s  job  as  required, 
but  only  for  a  lighter  one  than  be 
engaged  him  for,  not  for  a  harder 
one.  Moreover,  if  halfway  through 
the  day  a  worker  has  to  stop  working 
because  be  is  informed  of  a  death  in 
the  family,  or  if  he  suffers  a  heat 
stroke,  be  must  still  be  paid  his  full 
day’s  pay. 

Sela  believes  he  has  even  found  in 
the  Talmud  a  dear  order  to  appoint 
industrial  physicians.  Tractate  She¬ 
kalim  of  the  Mishna  mentions  the 
appointment  of  someone  to  treat  the 
stomach  troubles  of  the  Priests  in  the 
Temple,  because  they  apparently 
suffered  from  eating  so  much  sacrifi¬ 
cial  flesh,  drinking  a  great  deal  of 
water  and  going  barefoot  all  day. 

There  is  even  a  reference  to  moon¬ 
lighting.  In  the  tosafta  of  Tractate 
Metzia ,  workers  are  enjoined  not  to 
do  their  private  work  at  night  and 
hire  themselves  out  next  morning, 
because  they  would  then  be  too  tired 
to  give  value  for  their  wages. 

Sela,  who  did  the  study  as  part  of 
his  post-graduate  work,  now  pre¬ 
sumably  imbues  the  staff  of  Sritex 
with  the  work  ethic  of  the  Sages.  The 
rest  of  us  who  are  so  busy  deploring 
the  deterioration  of  work  morale, 
and  ethics  generally,  in  Israel  might 
also  do  weD  to  take  a  leaf  out  of  his 
book.

Rites  of  passage

Four  of  the  children  are  serving  as 

proxies  for  four.young  Russian  Jews 
who  have  been  unable  to  celebrate  a 
real  bar/bat  nritzva  in  the  Soviet 
Union.  . 

The  participants  have  a  hectic  but 

enjoyable  tour  of  the  country.  Those 
wte  have  been -here  before  get  a 
somewhat  different  tour  from  those 
who  are  visiting  the  country  for  the 
first  rime. . 

ITAS  organizes  bar/bat  mitzva 
tours  every  month,  and  Shar  and  her 
daughter  join  one  of.  them  every 
year.  Although  they  have  been  here 
22  timr*  they  are  still  not  bored  with 
the  country. 

*  Shar  says  that  ITAS  is  “very  selec- 
.  ttveT  in  choosing  participants.  “One 
mother  asked  whether  her  son  would 


have  to  wear  a  tallit  at  his  bar  mitzva 
ceremony,”  she  recalls.  “We  told 
her  that  the  ceremony  is  striedy 
traditional  and  that .  he  would  be 


expected  to  wear  a  prayer  shawl .  She 
said:  ‘That’s  too  Jewish.  A  tallit  is  a 


ghetto  symbol. ’This  type  of  parent  is 
not  acceptable  to  us. ” 

All  those  participating  must 
attend  Jewish  schools,  at  least  after¬ 
noon  or  Sunday  Hebrew  schools,  in 
order  to  qualify  for  the  bar/bat  fflitz- 
va  tour.  “They  may  not  be  able  to 
translate  the  Prophetic  portion  word 
by  word,  but  they  have  been  taught 
wbatil  means,”  says  Ziemke. 

The  mass  ceremony  is  always  held 
atop  Masada.  The  Western  Wall  has 
proved  unsuitable'  because  of  the 
crowds,  noise  and  the  fact  that  men 


and  women  may  not  sit  together. 

In  preparation  for  the  ceremony, 
children  are  dressed  completely  in 
white.  They  are  bused  to  the  desert 
fortress,  after  having  been  told  the 
history  of  Masada  and  its  signifi¬ 
cance  for  the  Jewish  people.  The 
bar/bat  mitzva  ceremonies  are  held 
only  on  Mondays  and  Thursdays, 
when  the  Tora  is  read,  and  not  on 
Sbabbai,  in  order  to  prevent  Sab¬ 
bath  desecration. 

With  the  participation  of  the 
Ministry  of  Tourism,  the  boys  are 
presented  with  prayer  shawls  and 
the  girls  with  candlesticks.  The 
groups  also  visit  the  Western  Wall, 
Tiberias,  Yad  Vashem  and  other 
memorable  places. 

Shar  and  Ziemke  say  that  the 


impression  created  by  the  two-week 
experience  is  long  lasting.  “A  seven- 
year-old  boy  wrote  to  us,  enclosing  a 
drawing  be  made  of  the  Western 
Wall,  in  which  he  asked  to  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  a  tour  when  he  reached  bar 
mitzva  age  in  another  six  years  be¬ 
cause  be  had  so  much  fun  accom¬ 
panying  his  older  brother  for  his  bar 
mitzva.”  says  Shar. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  youngs¬ 
ters  eventually  come  to  Israel  to 
study,  and  a  few  of  them  have  settled 
in  the  country. 

Ziemke  does  admit  that  the 
groups  do  not  meet  enough  Israelis 
si  nre  such  encounters  are  difficult  to 
organize  for  such  a  short  stay  in 
Israel.

TEL  AVIV.  -  Bank  Discount’s 
announcement  yesterday  of  a  small  - 
IS629.7  million,  or  12.664m.  -  profit 
for  the  first  half  of  1984  came  as  no 
surprise.  It  has  been  widely  antid- 
I»ted  that  the  banking  system  will 
show  a  rerurn  to  at  least  a  minimal 
level  of  profitability  this  year,  after 
the  dramatic  and'  dreadful  events  of 
19553. 

The  half-year  results  are  issued  m 
an  unaudited  form,  and  only  the 
main  figures  are  published.  Howev¬ 
er.  the  Bank  of  Israel  has  instructed 
the  banks  to  show  the  balance  sheet 
and  the  profit  and  loss  report  after 
adjustment  to  inflation,  according  to 
the  requirements  of  Prohouncement 

23  of  the  Institute  of  Certified  Public 
Accountants  in  Israel,  and  to  make 
the  comparison  with  the  results  for- 
the  full  1 983  year,  rather  than  the 
first  half  of  last  rear,  as  would  nor¬ 
mally  be  the  case. 

It  is  generally  agreed  by  all  the 
analysts,  accountants  and  econom¬ 
ists  alike,  that  the  nominal  figures 
published  no  longer  have  any  mean¬ 
ing.  Their  inclusion  is  more  from 
force  of  habit  than  from  any  actual 
practical  use.  The  adjusted  figures, 
however,  are  given  rather  sparingly. 

They  show  that  the  total  consoli¬ 
dated  assets  of  the  bank  actually  fell 
in  the  first  six  months  of  this  year  by 
IS16.5  billion,  or  $70m.,  to  stand  at 
IS2,S32b.  Capital  accounts  totalled 
fSTT.lb.  fS32G.2m.),  and  fS67.5b. 

I  $285. 5m.)  after  deducting  the 
minority  interest.  This  is  a  small 
increase  over  the  end  of.  1983  ba¬ 
lance  sheet -in  fact  only  some  52,000 
-  and  this  growth  in  capital  is  one  of 
the  measures  of  the  success  or  failure 
of  the  bank  in  a  given  period. 

The  current  capital  constitutes  3 
per  cent  of  the  bank's  assets,  which  is 
a  levs!  that  can  be  regarded  as  toler¬ 
able  by  international  standards, 
according  to  analysts. 


Consolidated  net  income,  after 
taxes  and  after  setting-aside  for 
possible  bad  debts,  amounted  to 
IS630m.,  as  noted. 

While  the  breakdown  of  this  fi¬ 
gure  into  operating  and  capital-gains 
sectois  is  not  given,  a  simple  calcula¬ 
tion  shows  that  the  bank's  invest¬ 
ment  in  the  First  International  Bank, 
to  the  tune  of  one-quarter  of  that 
bank’s  equity,  resulted  in  the  very- 
hefty  "contribution"  of  over 
IS400m.  to  the  net  profit,  since  Fust 
International  showed  a  IS  1.7b.  pro¬ 
fit  for  the  J9S4  first-half. 

Another  major  factor  in  the  return 
to  profitability  was  the  profit  of  the 
Discount  subsidiary  in  the  U.S.. 
Israel  Discount  Bank  of  New  York. 
However,  profit  figures  for  this  bank 
are  also  not  given,  although  its  ba¬ 
lance  sheet  grew  by  some  5  per  cent 
in  this  period,  to  S3. 56b. 

•  Against  this,  u  bank  spokesman 
admitted  that  the  effective  cost  of 
the  loans  given  by  the  bank  to  one  of 
its  overseas  subsidiaries,  to  hold  the 
bank  shares  that  the  bank  bought  in 
the  months  before  the  October,  19S3 
crash,  amounted  to  some  S2m. 
monthly,  and  this  is  clearly  a  major 
hurdle  in  the  way  of  a  return  to  a 
meaningful  level  of  profitability. 

The  rate  of  return  on  capital 
achieved  in  the  first  six  months  of 

1984,  at  less  than  2  per  cent,  is  only  a 
fraction  of  that  needed  to  restore  the

Discount's  management  attri¬ 
butes  the  improvement  in  its  earr¬ 
ings  to  the  effect  of  the  stiff  cost- 
cutting  and  efficiency  measures  it 
has  introduced  in  the  last  nine 
months.  “The  financial  statements" 
they  say.  “reflect  the  initial  contribu¬ 
tion  to  "profitability”  of  these  steps.

TEL  AVIV.  -  A  new  approach  to 
industrial  management  that  in¬ 
creases  profits  substantially,  which 
was  conceived  and  developed  in 
Israel  and  tried  out  successfully 
among  several  major  industrial  com¬ 
panies  in  the  U.S..  is  now  being 
introduced  to  Israel  by  its  founders  - 
three  Israelis  and  one  American. 

The  company  is  called  “Creative 
Output”  and  the  process  is  known  as 
“Optimized  Production  Technolo¬ 
gy”  (generally  shortened  to  OPT).  It 
was  founded"  in  1978.  based  on  a 
concept  worked  out  by  Dr.  Eli  Gold- 
ratt.  and  developed  by  him 
together  with  Issachar  Pazgal.  Assaf 
Cohen,  and  Professor  Arthur 
Greenfield,  a  physicist  at  Bar  Ilan 
University  who  settled  here  some  15 
years  ago. 

One  basic  concept  is  to  spot  bot¬ 
tlenecks  in  a  production  line,  or  in 
the  pre-production  line  such  as  in 
receiving  orders:  or  in  the  post- 
production  line,  such  as  in  ware¬ 
housing.  shipping  and  marketing 
goods,  and  to  build  a  “continuous 
process”  around  this  bottlenecks 

Normally,  management  tries  to 
get  the  maximum  production  out  of 
each  stage  in  the  entire  process,  and 
this  causes  considerable  quantities  of 
components  to  be  warehoused  until 
they  are  needed.  All  this  overpro¬ 
duction  is  expensive.  There  should 
be  no  overproduction,  but  a  con¬ 
tinuous  flow  of  materials,  used  on 
the  assembly  line  as  soon  as  they  are 
produced. 

Another  basic  idea  is  to  compute¬ 
rize  every  step  of  the  entire  manage¬ 
rial  process,  so  that  bottlenecks, 
which  have  a  tendency  to  shift  as 
machines  breakdown  or  as  men  get 
sick,  can  be  spotted  immediately. 


Moreover,  the  computerized  under¬ 
taking  can  produce  something  like  a 
“daily  balance  sheet.”  as  opposed  to 
a  balance  only  once  a  year  -  and  then 
months  after  the  fiscal  year  has 
finished. 

OPT  was  recently  described  in  a 
full-length  article  in  Fomine  maga¬ 
zine.  the  most  prestigious  business 
publication  in  the  U.S. .  which  noted 
(hat  the  system  had  been  tried  out  by 
20  of  the  500  largest  companies  in  the 
U.S..  including  Westinghouse. 
General  Motors.  Ford,  and  RCA. 
Creative  output  adds  that  it  has  also 
been  tried  by  Bendix.  Eastman 
Kodak.  ITT  and  Uniroyat. 

Greenfield  noted  yesterday  that 
"abroad  we  worked  with  companies 
with  turnovers  of  S100  million  or 
more:  but  we  have  devised  a  way  to 
use  the  same  system  with  companies 
with  turnovers  of  about  SlOm.  This 
means  that  many  Israeli  companies 
can  trv  out  the  method." 

And  Raffi  Sela.  managing 
director  of  Creative  Output  in  Israel 
(the  company  has  outlets  in  Milford. 
Connecticut.'  and  Middlesex.  Eng¬ 
land).  said  that  several  Israeli  com¬ 
panies  had  already  shown  consider¬ 
able  interest. 

“We  showed  one  Israeli  company 
how  it  could  function  with  50  per 
cent  fewer  components  or  finished 
goods  in  stock,  reduce  the  cost  of 
manufacturing  by  IQ-20  per  cent, 
and  slightly  increase  production  of 
goods.” 

Until  now.  Sela  noted,  the  head  of 
this  company  had  conducted  his 
business  on  a  “gut  feeling.”  The 
company  had  not  been  too  success¬ 
ful. 

“And  let's  not  kid  ourselves.” 
Sela  said  yesterday  in  describing 
OPT  (and  explaining  its  nine  basic 
“laws”),  every  company  is  in  busi¬ 
ness  to  make  a  profit."

Greece  cracks  down  on  tourist  restaurants

cracking  down  on  bars,  hotels  and 
restaurants  in  tourist  areas  in  an 
attempt  to  raise  standards  of  cleanli¬ 
ness  and  service  for  the  country's  six 
million  visitors. 

Commerce  Ministry  officials  said 
yesterday  the  government  had 
started  lawsuits  against  291  of  the 
905  establishments  it  had  checked. 
The  offences  included  failure  to 
adhere  to  the  government’s  strict 
price  code,  dirty  toilets  and  serving

Prices  at  all  tourist  establishments 
are  centrally  controlled  and  people 
who  think  they  are  being  over¬ 
charged  can  complain  to  the  police 
or  the  Commerce  Ministry.

LONDON  (AP).  -  The  Shell  com¬ 
pany  is  supplying  oil  to  South  Africa 
in  violation  of  international  sanc¬ 
tions  against  the  apaTtheid  state,  the 
Observer  newspaper  claimed  on 
Sunday. 

The  London  weekly  said  most  of 
the  embargoed  oil  is  shipped  from 
Persian  Gulf  countries  and  imported 
through  the  company's  local  subsidi¬ 
ary.

-  The  curtailment  of  char¬ 
ter  flights  to  Israel  as  a  result  of  the 
new  Transport  Ministry  regulations 
will  push  up  the  fares  on  scheduled 
air  lines  as  well. 

A  study  on  Air  Fares  to.  Israel, 
recently  published  by  the  Shipping 
and  Aviation  '  Research  Institute 
here,  established  a  close  link  be¬ 
tween  the  level  of  fares  on  scheduled 
lines  and  the  competition  from  char¬ 
ter  flights.  , 

“Air  fares  to  Israel  are  highly 
influenced  by  the  amount  of  com¬ 
petition.  specifically  (he  competition 
by  nou-scheduled  carriers."  the  au¬ 
thors  of  the  report.  Henry  Friedlaen- 
der  and  Dan  Hiram,  stated. 

For  example,  “air  fares  ,  from 
Zurich  and  Rome,  routes  on  which 
there  seems  to  be  little  competition 


from  charters,  are  significantly  high¬ 
er  than  they  are.  to  neighbouring 
countries. 

On  the  other  hand,  special  fares 
from  London  and  Frankfurt  to  Tel 
Aviv,  both  highly  competitive 
routes,  are  very  much  lower  than 
comparable  fares  from  London  and 
Frankfurt  to  Cairo'  on  which 
apparently  little  competition  exists 
from  non-scheduled  carriers.’' 

The  objective  of  the  study  was  to 
compare  feres  to  Tel  Aviv  with  those 
to  airports  in  Cairo,  Amman. 
Damascus  and  Beirut. 

They  concluded  that  “special  air 
fares’  to  Israel  are  relatively  low, 
while  normal  fares  are  relatively 
high.”

Jerusalem  Post  Reporter 

The  pace  of  home  sales  by  private 
buildhig  sector  slowed  down  last 
month  as  compared  with  June,  the: 
Federation  of  Contractors  and  Buil¬ 
ders -reported.  A  sampling  of  the 
nine  largest  construction  firms 
showed  62IT  new  housing  units  sold 
during  July,  down  17  per  cent  from 
the  June  total.  Nevertheless.  July's 
sales  were  65.2  per  cent  ahead  of  the 
monthly  average  daring  the  first 
quarter  of  this  year. 

The  July  sales  doldrums  were 
attributed  to  three  factors:  the  elec¬ 
tions,  fewer  offerings  by  builders, 
and  hesitation  by  young  couples  in 
the  market  for  new  homes  as  they 
awaited  updating  of  'goverment- 
assisted  mortgages.

Most  of  the  500  two-storey  villas 
and  cottages  built  by  the  Tzavta 
company  in  Alfei  Menashe,  Samar¬ 
ia,  have  already  been  sold,  the  com¬ 
pany  reported.  Twenty-five  of -the 
units  were  purchased  during  June 
and  July,  in  a  special  sales  drive 
marking  the  formal  establishment  of 
the  community. 

The  houses  -  three  to  six  rooms  - 
range  in  price  from  $63,000  to 
S95.000.

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Shoring  up  the  Knesset 

THE  OPENING  of  a  new  Knesset  is  a  festive  occasion  for 
Israeli  democracy.  That  celebration  should  not  be  marred  even 
by  the  enormity  of  the  unavoidable  affirmation  of  a  Meir 
Kahane  in  its  midst. 

Ever  since  publication  of  the  results  of  the  elections  to  the 
Eleventh  Knesset  much  critical  comment  has  focused  on  the 
need  to  reform  an  electoral  system  that  has  been  problematic 
for  decades  but  seems  no  longer  to  work. 

Some  signs  attendant  upon  yesterday’s  events  in  the  Knesset, 
however,  are  unmistakable  warning  signs  that  the  Knesset 
itself,  as  the  key  institution  in  our  political  system,  is  badly  in 
need  of  review  and  reform. 

The  embarrassing  decision  to  adjourn  the  new  Knesset 
pending  the  successful  formation  of  a  new  government  coali¬ 
tion  is  clearly  one  such  sign.  The  inability  to  agree  oh  the 
election  of  a  Speaker  at  yesterday's  session  and  the  resulting 
need  to  fall  into  the  constitutional  dilemma  of  having  Dr.  Yosef 
Burg  serve  concurrently  as  a  cabinet  minister  and  as  speaker- 
pro-tempore  due  to  his  being  the  doyen  of  the  House,  is 
another. 

The  Knesset,  like  all  parliaments,  has  several  all-important 
functions  to  perform:  it  is  the  representative  of  the  people  in 
according  legitimacy  to  the  establishment  of  government  and  to 
its  maintenance  in  office;  as  legislator  it  confers  legitimation  on 
the  norms  of  government  and  the  public  service;  it  should 
function  as  a  check  and  control  against  the  abuse  of  power  by 
the  officials  it  has  placed  in  power;  and  it  serves  as  the  highly 
visible  forum  for  public  debate  and  for  setting  the  agenda  for 
that  ongoing  public  discourse. 

It  would  not  be  far  from  the  truth  to  assert  that  with  the 
exception  of  the  latter  function,  which  the  Knesset  performs 
raucously,  inelegantly  but  otherwise  not  too  badly,  it  has  not 
fulfilled  its  other  two  roles  as  it  should  for  a  long  time. 

The  Tenth  Knesset,  for  example,  failed  completely  to  serve 
as  a  check  or  corrective  to  the  executive  branch,  in  the  case  of 
the  war  in  Lebanon  and  in  the  dizzying  descent  of  the  national 
economy  into  deep  crisis. 

In  the  Knesset's  early  years,  critics  found  much  of  the  fault 
for  its  poor  performance  in  the  nearly  total  subservience  of  the 
Knesset  Members  to  their  highly  centralufed  parties  and  their 
bosses  in  the  cabinet. 

As  the  party  centres  have  declined  in  power  and  coherence  in 
the  last  decade  and  more,  individual  Knesset  Members  have 
won  greater  independence.  They  have  foiled,  however,  to  use 
that  greater  freedom  from  the  dictates  of  their  party  bosses  to 
the  advantage  of  a  balanced  system. 

Much  of  the  fault  would  seem  to  lie  in  the  attitudes  that  are 
common  to  nearly  all  MKs.  The  Knesset  is  seen  by  them  as  a 
stepping  stone  to  “higher  office”  in  the  executive  and  not  as  a 
supremely  important  function  in  its  own  right.  Thus  the 
spectacle  of  top-level  political  leaders  declining  to  serve  as 
Knesset  Speaker,  on  the  assumption  that  it  is  a  post  devoid  of 
the  power  that  even  third  grade  cabinet  ministers  enjoy. 

The  upshot  of  such  attitudes  is  a  dangerous  distortion  in  the 
relationship  between  the  major  institutions  of  our  democratic 
system,  a  distortion  that  has  expressed  itself  in  a  gradual  but 
long-term  decline  in  the  public’s  respect  for  the  Knesset. 

This  is  a  distortion  which  public-spirited,  self-respecting 
MKs  should  seek  to  correct.  A  fundamental  review  of  the 
functioning  of  the  Knesset,  with  an  eye  to  constitutional  and 
procedural  reform,  should  be  more  feasible  todjy,  now  that 
both  major  parties  have  experienced  both  periods  in  power  and 
the  frustrations  of  opposition.

The  Knesset  then  approved  two 
temporary  committees,  one  on  fore¬ 
ign  affairs  and  defence  and  the  other 
on  finance,  agreed  on  last  Thursday 
by  the  steering  committee.  These 
will  be  headed,  respectively,  by 
Haim  Bar-Lev  (Alignment-Labour) 
and  Avraham  Shapira  (Agudat  Yis- 
rael). 

Meir  Wilner  (Democratic  Front 
for  Peace  and  Equality)  protested 
against  his  party's  exclusion  from 
those  two  committees,  and  said  that 
there  could  be  no  economic  recovery 
so  long  as  IDF  troops  are  in  Leba¬ 
non. 

As  Miari  rose  to  speak.  Kahane 
shouted  across  the  chamber. 


** AshafnikP'  -  Ashaf  being  the  Heb¬ 
rew  acronym  for  PLO. 

Things  got  hotter  when  Geula 
Cohen  (Tehiya),  in  the  name  of 
several  parties,  relied  on  the  Knesset 
to  decry  the  worsening  plight  of 
Zionist  activists  in  the  Soviet  Union. 

DFPE  members  Tawfik  Zayyad 
and  Charlie  Biton  started  shouting. 
Biton  also  banging  on  his  desk ,  rising 
and  waving  a  threatening  finger. 
Kahane  hurled  epithets  like  “crimin¬ 
al”  and  “villain’'  in  their  direction.

AS  WAS  TO  BE  expected,  the  issue 
of  who  is  a  Jew,  or  rather,  who  is  a 
convert,  will  loom  laige  in  the  coali¬ 
tion  negotiations.  This  issue  has  long 
bedevilled  Israeli  politics  even  after 
it  was  considered  to  have  been  set¬ 
tled  in  1570.  While  western  countries 
do  not  define  who  is  a  Frenchman  or 
a  Swede,  except  in  terms  of 
citizenship,  Israel's  uniqueness  as  a 
Jewish  state,  where  ethnicity  and 
religion  are  inextricably  interwoven, 
necessitated  legislation.  Thus  a  reli¬ 
gious  probleqi  soon  evolved  into  a 
political  one.' 

A  major  government  crisis  de¬ 
veloped  following  a  directive  issued 
in  1958  by  Yisrael  Bar- Yehuda,  the 
minister  of  the  interior,  that  “a  per¬ 
son  who  bona  fide  declares  himself 
to  be  a  Jew"  shall  be  registered  as 
such  under  the  Law  of  Registration 
of  Inhabitants.  In  protest,  the  minis¬ 
ters  of  the  National  Religious  Party 
(NRP)  resigned  from  the  govern¬ 
ment.  After  lengthy  negotiations,  a 
compromise  was  reached  and  was 
incorporated  in  1970  in  the  Law  of 
Return,  to  the  effect  that  “for  the 
purposes  of  this  law,  ‘Jew*  means  a 
person  who  was  bom.  of  a  Jewish 
mother  or  who  has  been  converted 
to  Judaism  and  who  does  not  profess 
another  religion.'' 

The  1970  debate  was  one  of  the 
most  ideological  and  tense  ever  held 
in  the  Knesset,  where  opposing  and 
deeply-held  convictions  confronted 
one  another. 

The  opponents  of  the  bill  con¬ 
tended  that,  in  the  case  of  mixed 
marriages,  the  spiritual  affinity  to 
either  parent  should  be  the  deter¬ 
mining  criterion,  rather  chan  the 
Orthodox  criterion  of  physical  affin¬ 
ity  to  the  mother.  They  pointed  out 


The  NRP’s 
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that  during  the  Holocaust,  gentile 
wives,  at  grave  risk,  protected  their 
Jewish  husbands.  They  and  their 
children,  loyal  sons  of  their  people 
and  defenders  of  the  homeland, 
would  now  be  denied  the  status  of  a 
Jew.  while  a  PLO  terrorist,  son  a 
Arab  and  a  Jewish  mother  -'In 
actual  case  -  would  be  regarded  as  a 
Jew.  But  even  opponents  of  the  bill, 
alive  to  the  need  to  preserve  national 
unity,  joined  others,  and  it  was 
enacted  by  an  overwhelming  major-; 
itv. 

IT  WAS  UNAVOIDABLE  that,  in 
the  course  of  this  debate,  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  conversion  should  arise,  for 
the  definition  of  a  Jew  under  the  bill 
included  a  “person  who  has  been 
convened  to  Judaism.” . 

While  the  NRP  co-authored  the 
law  with  the  dominant  Labour  Party 
and  supported  it.  Agudat  Yisrael 
opposed  it  since  the  definition  of 
conversion  did  not  stipulate  that  it 
was  to  be  carried  out  “in  accordance 
with  the  Halacha.”  Rabbi  Menahem 
Porush  moved  an  amendment  call¬ 
ing  for  the  addition  of  these  five. 


words,  on  the  grounds  that  as  it 
stood,  the  bill  would  enable  Reform 
and  Conservative  Jews  abroad  to 
qualify  as  Jews  for  the  purpose  of  the 
Law  of  Return.  This  amendment 
was  defeated  by  the  combined  votes 
of  the  NRP  and  the  other  coalition 
parties. 

Summing  up  the  debate  for  the 
government.  Bar-Ychuda  pointed  out 
that,  under  the  new  legislation,  the 
status  of  a  Jew  in  Israel  and  ques¬ 
tions  about  conversions  in  this  coun¬ 
try  would  be  determined  by  the 
Halacha:  while  for  the  purpose  of 
the  Law  of  Return,  anyone  con¬ 
verted  abroad  according  to  Reform 
or  Conservative  procedure  would  be 
admitted  to  Israel  as  a  Jew. 

He  also  noted  that  with  regard  to 
marriages  to  be  performed  in  Israel, 
the  rabbinical  courts  were  not  bound 
to  recognize  as  a  Jew  someone 
whose  conversion  was  not  halachi- 
cally  valid.  In  short,  the  government 
of  taael  could  legislate  for  the  Jews 
of  Israel,  but  not  for  those  of  the 
Diaspora.  Thus,  the  new  law  would 
assure  unitv  within  Israel  on  the 


basic  of  the  Halacha.  and  by  the, 
admission  of  Reform  and  Conserva¬ 
tive  converts  under  the  Law  of  Re¬ 
turn.  would  assure  unity  with  foe 
Diaspora. 

The  spokesman  of  the  NRP  elo¬ 
quently  supported  the  bill  and  so  did 
Menacbem  Begin,  then  a  member  of 
Golda  Meir's  cabinet.  Moshe  Nissan 
praised  foe  government  for  intro¬ 
ducing  the  bill,  “which  safeguards 
the  uniqueness  and  foe  integrity  of 
the  people.” 

In  reply  to  the  Aguda.  which 
urged  a  halachic  conversion  for  the 
Diaspora,  the  late  Moshe  Shapiro, 
leader  of  the  NRP.  said:  “I  praise  the 
government  and  foe  Knesset  for 
finding  a  proper  way  out  of  this 
dilemma  and  for  enacting  a  law  that 
reflects  credit  on  foe  government 
and  the  Knesset." 

It  was  generally  believed  that  the 
thorny  and  inflammable  issue  had 
been  laid  to  rest  by  foe  joint  effort  of 
foe  NRP  and  coalition  partners. 

THIS  WAS  NOT  so.  however, 
although  the  implementation  of  the 
law  occasioned  no  difficulties,  and 
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reneged  on  its  1970  ronunitment  foat

OTFot  nearly  a  decade.  the  J^ 
showed  sign®  of  dePBrt“« 
traditional  stance  as  a  party  of  mod 
eration  and  as  a  stabilizing  element 
in  national  politics.  Its  young  guard, 
in  particular,  turned  to  extremism, 
on  the  political  level  going  even 
bevoad  foe  Herat  programmes,  and 
on  the  religious  level  moving  to 
intolerance  and  Orthodox  rigidity. 

.  Many  of  its  graduates  found  refuge 
in  radical  groupings:  some  featured 
in  foe  recent  batch  of  distinguished 
arrivals  in  the  Tel  Mond  prison. 

For  its  deviation  from  the  path  0/ 
moderation,  the  NRP  was  punished 
by  the  electorate.  In  1981  it  lost  half 
of  its  parliamentary  strength,  and  in 
1984  a  third  of  the  remainder.  It  has 
suffered  more  than  its  due  from  the 
malaise  affecting  Israeli  politics.  It  is 
now  a  demoralized  party,  seeking 
salvation  in  political  and  religious 
extremism,  even  at  foe  risk  of  a  rift 
with  foe  Diaspora.

DISCUSSION  over  the  proposed 
change  in  foe  Law  of  Return  has  so 
far  focused  on  only  one  point  of  the 
controversy:  foe  impact  on  foe  unity 
of  foe  Jewish  people  which  defining 
“who  is  a  Jew”  in  Orthodox  terms  is 
likely  to  have.  This  certainly  merits 
due  consideration,  but  it  is  far  from 
being  foe  only  issue  in  this  matter. 

One  aspect  of  foe  problem  of 
immediate  relevance  for  Israelis  is 
what  the  passage  of  such  an  amend¬ 
ment  would  mean  in  terms  of  foe 
quality  of  life  .in  this  country,  in 
terms  of  the  individual's  relationship 
with  religion  and  with  the  law. 

Susan  Hattis  Rolef,  for  example, 
completely  misses  this  point  (“Mini¬ 
mum  Principles,"  The  Jerusalem 
Post  August  7,  1984}  when  she  im¬ 
plies  that  it  is  mainly  Diaspora  Jewry 
-  and  Reform  Jewry,  at  that  -  which 
should  be  concerned  about  an 
amended  law  of  Return.  If  they  feel 
so  strongly  about  Jewish  unity,  she 
argues,  let  them  settle  in  Israel  in 
sufficient  numbers  to  block  foe  prop¬ 
osed  Knesset  action. 

The  obverse  of  this  argument,  of 
course,  is  that  if  those  Jews  do  not 
care  enough  about  Zionism  and 
Israel  to  commit  themselves  to  living 
here,  then  they  must  be  prepared  to 
take  foe  consequences. 

But  what  about  all  of  us  already 


Return  to  a  refuge 
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here?  The  consequences  of  a 
theocracy  will  primarily  affect  us. 
here  and  now,  regardless  of  the  unity 
or  disunity  between  Israel  and  the 
Diaspora.  The  question  is  not  only 
one  of  the  status  of  Reform  or  Con¬ 
servative  rabbis,  but  of  the  citizen's 
status  in  Israel  and  foe  nature  of 
public  life  and  civic  culture. 

But  there  is  another  aspect  of  the 
proposed  amendment  which  is,  I 
feel,  far  more  serious.  The  propo¬ 
nents  and  opponents  of  the  “who  is  a 
Jew"  clause  have  both  been  obli¬ 
vious  to  the  fact  that  who  is  or  is  not  a 
Jew  is  a  side  issue,  as  far  ns  the  Law 
of  Return  is  concerned.  The  primary 
purpose  and  raison  d'etre  of  foe  law 
is  to  provide  an  absolute -guarantee 
of  secure  haven  to  the  Jewish  peo¬ 
ple.  This  is  a  basic  trust,  assumed  by 
the  State  of  Israel  in  the  wake  of  the 
Holocaust,  when  thousands  updo 
thousands  pf  Jews  might  have  been 
saved,  had  it  not  been  for  immigra¬ 
tion  restrictions  imposed  by  coun¬ 


tries  of  potential  refuge.  Amending 
foe  Law  of  Return  by  excluding 
certain  self-identifying  Jews  from  its 
provisions  would  violate  this  basic 
trust. 

THAT  NO  ONE  seems  to  have 
thought  of  this  is  eloquent  testimony 
to  foe  sense  of  overwhelming  secur¬ 
ity,  at  least  in  the  physical  sense, 
which  Jews  in  Israel,  as  well  as 
abroad,  have  achieved  as  the  20th 
century  draws  to  a  dose.  What  is 
plain,  however,  is  that  if  auti-Jewish 
persecution  should  re-emerge  in  any 
country  at  any  time  in  the  future,  the 
well-being  —.indeed  foe  rescue  -  of 
many  Jews  may  depend  on  foe  iron- 
.  clad  guarantee  of  Israeli  refuge.  It  is 
equally  plain  that  any  persecutor  will 
not  hesitate  to  count  as  Jewish  those 
spouses  and  children  of  Jews  or 
converts  who  are  Jews  by  choice, 
identity  and  birth  in  all  eyes  but 
those  of  foe  rabbinate  of  Israel. 

It  will  be  argued  that  such  people, 


in  danger  of  persecution,  could  find 
refuge  in  Israel  even  without  foe 
Law  of  Return.  Why,  then,  have 
such  a  law  in  foe  first  place,  if  the  aim 
is  not  to  elevate  the  guarantee  of  safe 
haven  to  constitutional  status? 

Can  any  of  the  exponents  of  the 
“who  is  a  Jew”  amendment  know 
today  that,  in  a  century  or  more, 
Israel  will  not  practise  a  more  selec¬ 
tive  immigration  policy,  except  in 
the  case  of  those  covered  by  the  Law 
of  Return?  WiD  a  time  of  crisis  be  foe 
proper  time  to  begin  amending  other 
immigration  statutes,  and  would  the 
Orthodox  rabbinate  be  willing  then 
to  suspend  the  halachic  qualification 
for  Jewish  nationality? 

Moreover,  foe  Law  of  Return  is 
more  than  a  promise  of  refuge  in 
time  of  need.  It  can  possibly  serve  as 
*  foe  juridical  pretext  for  granting  the 
protection  of  Israeli  dtizen&ip  to 
Jewish  groups  or  Individuals,  whose 
predicament  might  thus  be  negoti¬ 
ated  at  governmental  level. 


Granted,  these  are  hypothetical 
circumstances.  But  the  law  is  in¬ 
tended  to  apply  not  only  in  normal 
times  but  also  -  perhaps  most  of  all  - 
in  extreme  cases. 

THESE  SHOULD  be  the  para¬ 
mount  concerns  in  relation  to  tteV' 
Law  of  Return.  That  foe  law  raises 
questions  regarding  personal  status 
in  Israel  is  extraneous,  although  it  te 
precisely  here  that  the  conflict 
arises.  If-foe  Orthodox  cannot  make 
peace  with  the  Law  of  Return  as  it 
stands,  and  if  some  form  of  guaran¬ 
tee  is  necessary  to  deal  with  possible 
conflict  in  cases  of  personal  status, 
then  by  all  means  let  the  Law  of 
Return  be  amended:  Let  a  proviso 
be  attached  to  the  effect  that  any 
application  of  foe  law  not  be  cotf- 
strued  as  interference  with  the  func¬ 
tioning  of  the  halachic  courts,  which 
must  adjudicate  individual  cases  in 
accordance  with  halachic  standards 
(howeve  r  they  are  determined) . 

That  the  area  of  possible  conflict  is 
so  small  in  normal  times  should 
make  such  a  compromise  relatively 
simple.  That  the  potential  problems 
for  refugees  in  times  of  crisis  are  so 
enormous  should  make  compromise 
imperative.'
